continued. If they are the chances of establishing truth or getting a real investi- 
gation will be even less and their propaganda will have to be undone. Too much. 

On the tie* I'm disap oioted you thou^t I would let it rest there. I have been 
after it. Maybe I'll get it in time. But if there were fewer insane ventures like the one 
you've embarked on I lui^t have more time for what might do some good. And stay away from 
Kingyou don^t Imow enough. Listen to me in your own interest* I will not continue taking 
time like this.
